Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  i. — George  W.  Warren,  Frederic  W.  Lincoln,  junior,  Thomas  A. 
Goddard,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  Corporation,  by 
the  name  of  the  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union,  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  for  the  purpose  of  moral  and  Christian  improvement,  with  all  the 
powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities,  and  restrictions, 
set  forth  in  the  forty-fourth  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  2. — Said  Corporation  may  hold  real  and  personal  estate  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  forty  thousand  dollars.

GENERAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

The  purchase  of  a  site  for  a  New  Building  is  naturally  the 
outstanding  feature  of  this  year’s  report.  While  the  actual  transfer 
of  title  and  ownership  is  dated  April  i,  and  the  realization  of  hopes 
and  dreams  is  the  beginning  of  the  story  of  the  coming  year,  the 
real  work  of  securing  the  land  is  of  the  past  year’s  activity.  Mindful 
of  repeated  injunctions  from  members  to  obtain  a  down-town 
location,  and  carrying  out  a  provision  of  the  Constitution  “to 
provide  rooms  centrally  located,”  the  Directors  and  Trustees  have 
secured  a  site  in  Park  Square  “just  around  the  corner”  from  the 
present  home.  Among  the  sites  considered,  this  is  the  one  which 
on  every  occasion  has  received  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  seven¬ 
teen  men  at  the  time  composing  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Directors. 

It  is  believed  that  the  Park  Square  site  will  prove  most  attractive 
and  satisfactory  in  every  way  and  that,  with  the  growth  of  the  city, 
it  will  continually  advance  in  value  and  desirability. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  year  of  progress  in  the  work  of  THE 
UNION.  Indeed,  the  growth  of  our  Membership  and  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  our  work  have  made  it  imperative  to  secure  a  new  building 
which  should  be  adequate  for  many  years  to  come. 

An  unusual  increase  of  interest  in  the  Gymnasium,  and  its  activi¬ 
ties  for  health  and  recreation,  is  worthy  of  special  mention.  There 
are  now  more  than  two  thousand  members  in  this  department,  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  Gymnasium.  This  expansion  has  made 
it  necessary  to  provide  additional  equipment.  It  is  conservative  to 
assume  that  each  man  spends  three  hours  in  the  Gymnasium  during 
each  week  from  October  to  June,  so  we  may  safely  say  that  200,000 
hours  of  recreation  and  inspiration  have  been  supplied.  This  is 
certainly  of  great  advantage  to  individuals  and  to  the  business 
houses  with  which  they  are  connected. 

The  Camera  Club  has  had  a  large  increase  in  its  membership, 
with  corresponding  extension  of  interest  and  activity.  A  Public 
Exhibition  of  prize  competition  pictures,  in  The  Union  Hall,  was 
open  for  two  weeks  and  evoked  much  praise.  It  has  received  much 
favorable  comment  from  the  daily  press  and  the  special  photo 
magazines.  Arrangements  are  being  made  to  supply  more  space 
for  much  needed  locker  and  work  rooms. 

The  Boylston  Chess  Club  has  likewise  substantially  increased 
its  membership,  requiring  additional  tables  and  space. 

These  expansions  have  occasioned  crowding  and  rearrangements 
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at  times  annoying,  but  always  happily  arranged  because  of  the 
general  spirit  of  THE  UNION,  good  fellowship  and  mutual  helpfulness. 

The  Park  Street  Club  has  had  a  prosperous  year,  adding  sub¬ 
stantially  to  its  membership.  In  addition  to  its  own  excellent  pro¬ 
grams  of  discussion  and  debate,  the  Club  has  this  year  assumed, 
for  our  Educational  Department,  the  conduct  of  a  special  class  for 
instruction  in  Parliamentary  Law  and  Debate.  This  has  been  a 
true  contribution  of  citizenship  which  is  much  appreciated  —  and 
which  has  proved,  it  is  believed,  of  mutual  advantage  to  the  Club 
and  to  THE  UNION. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  service  contributed  by 
our  Hostess  Room  Committee  under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Mary 
F.  Bartlett,  to  all  of  whom  we  are  grateful.  The  room,  with  its 
simple  afternoon  and  evening  programs,  makes  it  possible  for  the 
young  man  away  from  home  to  find  a  real  living  substitute  for 
the  home  atmosphere. 

The  many  and  varied  activities  of  the  several  departments  of  the 
wrork  of  THE  UNION  will  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  committees. 
These  show  the  spirit  of  this  institution  which  is  a  great  training 
school,  a  human  laboratory  for  the  making  of  men.  This  is  done 
largely  by  encouraging  self-reliance  and  co-operation.  Our  mem¬ 
bers  learn  to  do  by  doing,  and  by  doing  things  together. 

THE  UNION  supplies  the  necessary  equipment  of  such  an  institu¬ 
tion  —  the  Library,  Social  Rooms,  Game  Rooms,  Gymnasium  and 
many  other  things.  But  we  lay  great  emphasis  on  the  voluntary 
organization  of  our  members  into  groups  for  the  better  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  their  purposes,  whether  for  profit  or  for  pleasure.  By  means 
of  the  opportunities  afforded  by  THE  UNION,  these  groups  are 
learning  the  priceless  lessons  of  self-development.  The  success  of 
this  work,  in  outstanding  measure,  is  proof  of  the  soundness  of  our 
program. 

This  central  idea  of  the  work  of  THE  UNION  is  expressed  in  our 
slogan: 

Comradeship,  Citizenship,  Character. 

Through  the  Comradeship  of  these  groups  and  of  Union  Member¬ 
ship,  young  men  learn  the  priceless  lessons  needed  in  the  community 
where  they  are  becoming  good  citizens,  but  out  of  all  this  activity 
and  these  ideals  emerges  the  crowning  result  of  Character:  men  of 
integrity,  of  self-reliance  and  of  public  usefulness. 

While  there  should  be  no  diminution  of  interest  in  the 
carrying  on  of  the  regular  work  in  the  present  quarters,  our 
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major  interest  and  activity  must  now  be  the  provision  of  funds 
for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  the  New  Building — the  selec¬ 
tion  of  architects  and  builders;  and  the  perfecting  of  plans  after 
consideration  of  the  thousand  and  one  details  that  will  need  careful 
and  thorough  study.  We  want  our  New  Building  to  be  the  best 
in  the  world,  and  we  must  have  it  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

A  New  Building  Suggestion  Box  has  been  placed  in  the  office,  and 
members  one  and  all  are  urged  to  hand  in  any  ideas  that  may  come 
to  them  of  desirable  features  to  be  included,  or  of  ways  in  which 
present  features  may  be  improved  or  better  arranged. 

A  Building  Fund  has  been  established  and  already  upwards  of 
$10,000  has  been  contributed.  Mr.  Robert  Winsor,  of  Kidder, 
Peabody  &  Company,  115  Devonshire  Street,  Treasurer  of  The 
UNION’S  Permanent  Fund,  will  act  as  Treasurer  also  of  the  Building 
Fund. 

A  RECORD  OF  SERVICE 

Record  is  made  of  the  retirement  from  active  connection  with 
THE  UNION’S  affairs  of  Walter  Hunnewell,  who  has  served  as 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Permanent  Fund,  suc¬ 
ceeding  Mr.  William  Endicott,  who  filled  this  position  with  such 
notable  interest  and  fidelity  for  over  twenty-five  years.  Like  his 
predecessor,  Mr.  Hunnewell  has  rendered  generous  service,  which  is 
highly  appreciated. 

Mr.  Robert  Winsor,  of  the  firm  of  Kidder,  Peabody  &  Company, 
has  succeeded  Mr.  Hunnewell  as  Treasurer  of  the  Permanent  Fund. 
Mr.  Winsor’s  succession  to  the  Board  calls  to  mind  the  valuable 
service  to  THE  UNION  rendered  by  Mr.  H.  P.  Kidder,  one  of  the 
original  members  of  Mr.  Winsor’s  firm,  who  took  such  a  conspicuous 
part  in  THE  UNION’S  affairs  at  the  time  of  its  removal  to  its  present 
new  building  at  48  Boylston  Street. 

During  the  past  year  three  men,  active  in  work  of  THE  UNION  in 
its  earlier  years,  have  died: 

Mr.  Leonard  Stone,  as  a  young  man,  was  active  in  THE  UNION’S 
work  and  was  a  Director  from  1881  to  1887.  Mr.  Stone  was  for 
many  years  connected  with  the  Merchants  National  Bank. 

Mr.  John  R.  Ainsley  was  for  many  years  one  of  THE  UNION’S 
most  active  members  and  one  who  gave  liberally  both  of  time  and 
money  in  its  interest.  He  served  as  a  Director  from  1894  to  1920. 

Hon.  Henry  H.  Sprague  was  active  in  the  work  of  THE  UNION 
for  over  forty  years,  beginning  with  its  reorganization  after  the 
Civil  War  in  1868,  first  as  Secretary  and  later  as  Vice-President 
from  1877  to  1911.

Finance 


Report  of  Committee  on  Finance 

George  S.  Baldwin,  Chairman.  Ernest  G.  Adams 

Extension  of  activities  in  almost  every  department,  as  well  as 
advances  in  operating  costs,  keeps  before  this  Committee  the 
problem  of  increased  revenue  to  meet  constantly  increasing 
expense. 

Several  legacies,  adding  substantially  to  the  Permanent  Fund, 
are  mentioned  in  detail  in  the  statement  of  the  Trustees  printed 
elsewhere  in  this  report.  Income  from  this  source  has  been  of  ma¬ 
terial  advantage  and  these  legacies  are  acknowledged  with  grateful 
appreciation. 

To  meet  the  needs  of  continuing  opportunity  for  extension  of 
work  and  useful  service  to  members  and  the  community,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  bespeaks  from  already  generous  supporters  increase  in  amount 
of  donation  where  possible,  and  hopes  for  substantial  increase  in 
resources  through  extension  of  the  list  of  donors.  Members  and 
friends  are  urged  to  assist  this  Committee  by  calling  THE  UNION’S 
work  and  its  needs  to  the  attention  of  any  who  it  occurs  to  them 
might  find  in  our  program  a  service  meeting  their  approval  and  in 
which  they  might  be  glad  to  assist. 

Particular  need  is  felt  for  leadership  and  supervision  of  the  work 
for  developing  citizenship.  Human  engineering,  the  study  of 
human  relationship  in  business  and  industrial  life,  is  constantly 
receiving  more  and  more  attention.  It  is  felt  that  THE  UNION 
through  its  groups  and  classes  furnishes  special  opportunity  for 
study  and  training  in  this  important  subject  —  provides,  as  it  were, 
a  laboratory  for  study  of  human  relationships.  Endowment 
Funds,  to  supply  one  or  more  instructors  or  directors  for  these 
educational  activities,  would  be  particularly  valuable  and  provide 
opportunity,  it  is  suggested,  for  pleasing  memorial  gifts.

The  Trustees  are  happy  to  announce  the  purchase  of  a  site  for 
a  much-needed  new  building,  an  outstanding  location  in  Park 
Square  at  the  corner  of  Eliot  Street,  with  frontage  of  120  feet  on 
Park  Square,  175  feet  on  Eliot  Street  and  105  feet  on  Carver  Street. 

This  site,  it  is  felt,  will  satisfactorily  meet  all  requirements.  It 
is  large  enough  to  provide  for  present  needs  and  probable  expansion. 
It  is  unusually  well  situated  as  regards  street  frontage  and  exposure 
to  light  and  air,  its  street  fronts  being  to  the  east,  south  and  west. 
The  location  is  just  a  few  steps  from  our  present  building,  just 
across  the  Common  from  down-town. 

The  Union  will  construct  a  splendid  new  building  on  this  new 
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site  which  adjoins  the  Army  and  Navy  Club  and  Headquarters  of 
Community  Service;  and  Unity  House,  the  headquarters  of  the 
Unitarian  Laymen’s  League,  among  whom  are  so  many  of  our  active 
workers  and  supporters.  These  three  organizations,  side  by  side, 
will  make  of  Park  Square  a  real  Community  Center. 

Within  the  year  it  will  be  important -to  secure  contributions  to 
cover  the  purchase  of  the  site  and  make  a  beginning  on  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  building. 

A  Building  Fund  has  been  established  to  which  contributions  are 
invited.  Early  contributions  will  much  assist  the  Trustees  in 
financing  this  extensive  and  important  new  step  in  THE  UNION’S 
affairs.

Report  of  Committee  on  Rooms

For  several  years  our  executives  have  made  urgent  requests  for 
more  space  to  carry  out  efficiently  the  varied  work  connected  with 
their  several  departments.  At  times  during  the  season,  class  rooms 
and  all  available  space  have  been  fully  occupied,  occasioning  unfor¬ 
tunate  postponement  or  interruption  of  program. 

The  usual  yearly  renovation  of  various  portions  of  the  building 
was  carried  out  during  this  summer  and  early  fall.  The  Union 
Hall,  Dormitories  and  other  rooms  formerly  used  by  the  Service 
Club  were  repainted  and  made  attractive.  The  Hostess  Room  was 
made  attractive  with  a  new  coat  of  paint  and  new  draperies.  The 
office  too  received  its  quota  of  attention  and  all  this  was  accom¬ 
plished  without  interfering  with  the  usual  business  of  THE  UNION. 

Part  of  Eaton  Hall  has  been  partitioned  off  as  a  kitchen  for  the 
Hostess  Room  and  groups  of  members  who  may  wish  to  serve 
refreshments  in  connection  with  social  occasions. 

The  bowling  alley  was  given  up  to  serve  as  a  locker  room  for  the 
Gymnasium,  and  in  that  space  210  large  steel  lockers  were  placed. 

The  heating  plant  was  overhauled,  and  one  heater  independently 
connected  for  use  exclusively  for  the  steam  baths,  much  improving 
the  service. 

Certain  class  rooms  not  in  use  during  the  day  continued  to  be  of 
service  to  the  city  of  Boston  as  a  Continuation  School.  The  use 
of  the  larger  portion  of  the  Dormitories  has  been  discontinued,  and 
at  the  present  time,  a  small  group  of  members  called  the  Dormitory 
Club  is  occupying  one  room. 

The  Library  Lobby  is  used  almost  continuously  by  the  younger 
set  as  a  game  room.  Here  are  located  the  pool  and  billiard  tables 
and  the  twenty  chess  and  checker  tables. 

The  east  end  of  the  Library  has  been  used  as  a  reading  room.  A 
portion  of  this  room  has  folding  doors  and  can  be  divided  at  times 
into  two  rooms,  thus  giving  opportunity,  when  all  class  rooms  are 
in  use,  to  provide  an  additional  room  for  class  or  lecture  purposes. 

The  Union  Hall  has  been  open  from  5  P.M.  to  10  P.M.  daily  as  a 
Members1  Lounge  and  Smoking  Room.  The  stage  has  been  used 
without  interfering  with  the  regular  use  of  the  room. 

The  Executive  Members  of  the  employed  staff  of  THE  UNION 
have  continued  as  in  previous  years. 
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Increasing  activities  have  occasioned  additions  to  the  office  and 
clerical  force.  Mr.  W.  I.  Lynch  was  employed  to  take  immediate 
charge  of  the  Main  Office  and  Mr.  Riley  J.  Hampton  as  assistant  on 
the  office  accounting  staff. 

The  supervision  of  the  stenographic  department  as  well  as  the 
accounting  and  book-keeping  has  continued  in  charge  of  Miss 
Esther  L.  Wetherell,  who  has  carried  on  this  work  in  addition  to 
her  secretarial  duties  for  the  President.  Miss  Vivien  I.  Hoyt  has 
continued  in  service  and  Miss  M.  Fabian  and  Miss  Dorothy  Fletcher 
have  replaced  the  stenographers  who  resigned  during  the  year. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Saunderson  has  continued  as  editor  of  The  Union 
Bulletin  and  Director  of  Publicity. 

Mr.  Frank  Bull  has  continued  as  Master  Mechanic. 

Numerous  changes  have  occurred  among  the  minor  employees, 
janitors  and  part-time  workers. 

All  have  given  faithful  and  interested  service  for  which  the  Com¬ 
mittee  takes  this  opportunity  to  express  appreciation.

Membership  in  THE  UNION  means  much  more  to  a  young  man 
than  appears  on  the  surface;  it  means  service  to  his  fellow-members.. 

It  is  expected  that  when  a  young  man  connects  himself  as  a  mem¬ 
ber,  he  will  take  an  interest  in  the  work  that  THE  UNION  is  doing 
and  do  what  he  can  for  its  success.  Our  new  slogan,  “Comrade¬ 
ship —  Citizenship  —  Character,”  illustrates  this.  To  quote 
from  an  article  in  a  recent  Bulletin —  “  This  first  word  stands  for 
the  initial  discovery  which  is  made  by  the  man  who  becomes  a  new 
member  and  for  the  spirit  which  the  oldest  Life  Member  cherishes.” 
The  second  word  stands  for  an  ideal  toward  which  all  our  activities, 
move.  The  third  word  stands  for  a  man’s  most  precious  possession.

We  are  gratified  to  report  an  increase  of  two  hundred  members.

Park  Street  Club  with  its  monthly  debates  and  occasional  addresses 
by  noted  men,  Entertainment  and  Dance  by  the  Handball  Players  of 
the  Gymnasium,  The  Mendelssohn  Singers  in  an  attractive  and 
well-attended  concert,  the  YD  Band  in  a  stirring  program,  The 
NoinU  Club  introducing  a  lecture  by  Joe  Mitchell  Chappie,  and  the 
many  social  affairs  carried  on  in  the  Hostess  Room  and  The  Union 
Hall.

The  Hostess  Room  has  carried  on  an  effective  work  among  the 
young  men  of  THE  UNION  during  the  past  year.  Good  cheer  and 
hospitality  have  been  extended  to  all  who  have  visited  our  home 
room.  The  attendance  has  averaged  at  least  nine  hundred  men 
every  month. 

The  program  for  the  week  is  always  interesting,  and  includes 
music,  social  tea,  dancing,  dramatics,  discussions  in  French,  Spanish 
and  English  literature,  and  many  other  things.  There  have  been 
special  entertainments  on  holidays,  including  the  Thanksgiving 
dinner,  the  Christmas  tree,  New  Year’s  Day,  and  the  holidays 
such  as  Washington’s  Birthday. 

During  the  summer  the  work  of  the  Flower  Mission  was  carried 
on.  Flowers  were  contributed  by  many  people  and  distributed  to 
soldiers  and  sailors  in  the  hospitals.  It  is  intended  to  enlarge  this 
beautiful  work  with  flowers  next  summer.

Education 

Report  of  Committee  on  Education 

Charles  L.  Burrill,  Chairman.  Edward  A.  Chtirch 
CLUBS  AND  CLASSES 

The  Evening  Classes  are  a  valuable  part  of  THE  UNION’S  service 
for  young  men.  They  have  proved  their  great  value  in  helping 
young  men  to  win  success  in  life. 

From  the  beginning,  when  the  lecturers  and  instructors  volun¬ 
teered  their  services,  to  the  present  time,  when  we  have  a  paid  staff 
of  teachers  working  efficiently  with  the  pupils,  the  importance  of 
offering  opportunities  for  education  continues  to  be  a  leading 
feature  of  our  work. 

These  classes  were  intended  for  those  who  lack  time  and  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  more  extended  study,  particularly  young  men  who  have 
begun  business.  The  charges  are  made  as  low  as  possible  consistent 
with  proper  management  and  competent  instruction. 

It  is  not  generally  understood  that  the  clubs  in  connection  with 
The  Union  form  two  groups,  the  Educational  Clubs  and  the 
Social  Clubs.  The  distinction  is  important.  The  clubs  in  the 
first  group  are  not  primarily  recreational,  but  carry  on  educational 
work  as  their  principal  object. 

The  clubs  are  self-governing.  Admission  to  membership  is 
controlled  by  the  club  itself.  The  club  is  responsible  for  discipline 
within  its  own  membership.  To  a  large  extent,  sometimes  wholly, 
the  clubs  are  self-supporting.  The  work  of  the  clubs,  then,  is  demo¬ 
cratic.  It  gives  the  opportunity  for  the  development  of  self- 
reliance.  It  is  an  active  training  in  good  citizenship.  It  gives  the 
opportunity  for  the  immediate  application  of  the  principles  that 
underlie  our  form  of  political  government. 

There  is  not  space  for  more  than  a  brief  statement  of  the  work 
of  each  club,  though  further  details  would  be  interesting  and  illu¬ 
minating. 

The  Camera  Club  has  had,  by  far,  the  most  successful  year  in 
its  existence.  Its  membership  is  more  than  a  hundred  men. 
Additional  space  has  been  added,  on  the  fourth  floor,  for  the  club 
activities.  The  annual  exhibit  had  to  be  arranged  in  The  Union 
Hall  in  order  to  have  adequate  space.  It  has  attracted  thousands 
of  visitors. 

The  Mendelssohn  Singers  have  had  a  successful  season  and 
have  maintained  the  high  grade  of  work  that  has  made  them  justly 
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famous  in  musical  circles  in  our  city.  There  are  forty  active  mem¬ 
bers.  This  number  gives  a  strength  and  volume  to  the  singing 
which  is  inspiring.  Meetings  are  held  every  Tuesday. 

The  Park  Street  Club  has  one  hundred  members,  and  besides 
its  regular  meetings,  has  carried  on  a  successful  course  of  instruction 
in  Debating.  Lectures,  demonstrations  and  practice  debates  have 
been  highly  instructive. 

The  Orchestral  Club,  newly  organized,  gives  great  promise  of 
success.  It  meets  every  Thursday  and  maintains  high  ideals  of 
musical  excellence.  It  has  every  reason  to  expect  a  large  growth. 

The  Salesmanship  Club  and  the  Shoe  and  Leather  Club  are 
active  and  successful.  Their  names  indicate  their  interests:  to 
train  men  for  service  and  for  success  in  these  selected  occupations. 

Among  the  Social  Clubs,  the  Boylston  Chess  Club  is  very  suc¬ 
cessful.  It  has  eighty  members.  While  its  object  is  principally  to 
provide  diversion  for  men  who  love  the  game  of  chess,  there  is  a 
high  educational  value  in  its  work.  The  Essenar  Club  and  the 
NoinU  Club  are  newly  organized  and  give  promise  of  wholesome 
fellowship  among  their  members.  They  have  every  reason  to 
expect  a  large  growth  and  added  usefulness. 

Library 

Report  of  Richard  Ray,  Jr.,  Librarian 

The  Library  constitutes  a  very  important  part  in  the  work  of 
THE  UNION,  not  only  as  a  means  of  education  but  also  for  recreation 
and  pleasure.  Young  men  need  the  mental  stimulus  supplied  by  a 
collection  of  books  such  as  this  with  its  accumulation  of  knowledge 
and,  what  is  equally  important,  its  freedom  of  access. 

Nearly  15,000  volumes,  with  modern  classification  and  cataloging, 
are  available  both  for  reading  in  the  rooms  or  for  home  use. 

The  “  Waterston  Collection,”  the  gift  of  the  late  Robert  C.  Water- 
ston,  a  well-known  Boston  educator  and  scholar,  is  located  here  and 
is  reserved  for  Reading  Room  use  only. 

Every  member  of  THE  UNION  is  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  taking 
two  volumes  at  a  time  from  the  library  for  home  reading  —  one 
volume  of  fiction  and  one  of  any  other  classification,  or  two  volumes 
of  anything  other  than  fiction. 

The  principal  addition  to  the  Library  during  the  year  was  the 
latest  edition  of  the  New  International  Encyclopedia  in  24  volumes.

Publicity 

The  past  year  has  seen  a  great  advance  in  the  work  of  publicity 
in  the  work  of  THE  UNION,  with  gratifying  results. 

The  Union  Bulletin ,  published  weekly,  has  been  a  very  effective 
means  of  communication  with  the  members  of  THE  UNION.  It  has 
developed  a  strong  bond  of  fellowship  in  our  organization. 

Scores  of  enthusiastic  messages  have  been  received  regarding  the 
material  in  the  Bulletin ,  showing  that  it  meets  a  real  need  and 
exerts  a  deep  influence. 

During  the  year  the  events  of  THE  UNION  have  been  the  material 
for  a  stream  of  news  items  sent  to  the  newspapers  which  have  had 
their  part  in  keeping  THE  UNION  before  the  attention  of  the  public. 

There  were  gratifying  results  of  the  publicity  in  connection 
with  the  annual  exhibit  of  the  Camera  Club  of  THE  UNION.  The 
Sunday  Herald  had  a  full  page  of  pictures.  The  Transcript  had  a 
full-page  illustrated  article  written  by  the  editor  of  the  Bulletin , 
Mr.  Saunderson.  The  Photo-Era  Magazine  had  a  twelve-page 
illustrated  article  in  the  April  number,  also  by  Mr.  Saunderson. 
There  were  news  items  in  the  Boston  daily  papers.  This  publicity 
resulted  in  thousands  of  people  coming  to  the  building  to  see  the 
exhibit  in  The  Union  Hall. 

The  Director  of  Publicity,  Mr.  Saunderson,  has  worked  on  the 
principle  of  making  interesting  news  out  of  the  events  and  activities 
in  the  life  of  THE  UNION.  This  has  attracted  the  attention  of 
people  outside  of  THE  UNION  and  has  been  instructive  and  inspiring 
to  our  own  members. 
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Physical  Culture 


Report  of  Committee  on  Physical  Culture 

George  S.  Smith,  Chairman.  Charles  Jackson 

There  is  a  growing  appreciation,  among  business  men,  of  the 
need  of  physical  exercise  to  “  keep  fit  ”  for  their  work.  It  is  very 
gratifying  that  so  many  young  men  are  keenly  alive  to  this  need. 
Our  Gymnasium  at  THE  UNION  continues  to  grow  in  popularity. 
Never  has  there  been  such  a  demand  for  the  facilities  of  the  Gym¬ 
nasium  as  this  year. 

We  have  been  taxed  to  the  utmost  of  our  resources.  Our  space 
for  lockers  has  been  insufficient.  We  sacrificed  the  bowling  alleys 
and  put  in  as  many  new  lockers  as  the  space  would  hold.  In  every 
possible  place,  new  lockers  were  built  in,  yet  there  were  not 
enough. 

Though  more  than  two  hundred  new  lockers  were  added  this 
year,  it  has  been  necessary  for  men  to  share  their  lockers  with  others. 
More  than  two  thousand  men  have  been  members  of  the  Gymna¬ 
sium  this  year,  and  the  daily  attendance  has,  at  times,  reached 
eight  hundred  men. 

When  the  men  applying  for  membership  surpassed  all  available 
accommodations,  it  was  necessary  to  create  a  waiting  list,  and  for 
every  vacancy  created  there  were  many  applicants.  It  is  evident 
that  with  adequate  space  and  equipment  in  the  Gymnasium,  the 
membership  would  soon  be  more  than  double  what  it  is  even  now. 

Classes  have  been  arranged  in  the  forenoon,  at  noon,  in  the  after¬ 
noon  and  evening  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  men.  Music  with  the 
exercise  continues  to  add  to  its  interest  and  value. 

One  of  the  special  features  of  the  past  winter  has  been  the  hand¬ 
ball  tournament  between  two  leagues  organized  among  our  own 
members.  This  intensified  the  interest  in  the  game,  and  resulted 
in  unusually  faithful  work  and  fine  playing.

Social  Service 

Report  of  Committee  on  Social  Service 

Edward  A.  Church,  Chairman.  Charles  Jackson 

We  used  to  label  this  branch  of  our  work  “Benevolent  Action,” 
but  that  savored  too  much  of  “  charity,”  so  we  took  a  title  of  much 
broader  significance  and  have  been  seeking  to  justify  it.  THE 
UNION  constantly  seeks  to  be  of  real  service  to  its  own  members, 
to  the  Community,  to  the  Nation  and  to  all  the  rest  of  the  world 
within  its  reach.  We  attempt  this  service  in  every  practical  way, 
but  we  have  three  special  channels  of  operation  which  may  be 
briefly  mentioned. 

The  Country  Week  comes  first.  It  was  the  pioneer  enterprise 
of  this  kind  in  our  city  and  for  forty-five  years  has  continued  in  the 
lead.  It  should  be  termed  the  Country  Fortnight  since  it  now 
gives  the  poor  children  of  Boston  a  two  weeks’  outing,  and  more  in 
cases  of  special  need.  It  is  a  great  promoter  of  health,  happiness 
and  morality,  and  our  last  season’s  work  put  over  seventeen  hundred 
of  our  charges  in  the  way  of  these  attainments.  Send  to  THE 
UNION  office  for  the  special  Country  Week  report  which  gives 
interesting  details  and  graphic  pictures  of  the  work. 

Rides  for  Invalids  is  another  UNION  specialty  of  long  standing 
(or  riding),  a  ministry  of  love  to  invalids  of  varying  grades,  to 
delicate  children,  house-worn  mothers  and  crippled  soldiers.  Its 
“  quality  of  mercy  is  not  strained  ”  and  “  blesseth  him  that  gives  ” 
as  well  as  “  him  that  takes.”  Though  the  work  is  most  active  in 
the  summer  months  it  operates  through  the  whole  year,  especially 
in  our  hospital  service.  Here  is  our  statement  for  the  past  year, 
and  we  want  to  increase  our  output:

Best  of  all  was  the  box  full  of  substantial  gifts,  carefully 
chosen  for  the  ascertained  needs  of  every  child  present  and  for  some 
who  were  not. 

Our  Employment  Department  has  continued  under  the  com¬ 
petent  management  of  Mr.  Herbert  C.  Bronsdon,  whose  special 
report  has  been  made;  and  our  Boarding  and  Lodging  lists  are  kept 
“up  to  date  ”  and  are  much  consulted. 

Miss  Theodora  A.  Luard  has  continued  her  most  capable  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  Country  Week,  Rides  and  Christmas  undertakings, 
ably  assisted  by  Misses  Scarborough  and  Hebard,  while  Miss  Ger¬ 
trude  Elliott  was  a  valued  helper  during  the  summer. 

In  closing  we  would  again  pay  tribute  to  the  unselfish  devotion  of 
our  fellow-workers  in  the  various  committees  and  to  the  kindly 
generosity  of  our  donors.  Without  such  co-operation  our  Social 
Service  would  be  impossible  and  we  confidently  rely  upon  it  for  the 
continuance  and  extension  of  our  work.
